: removing any cause of conflict at an 
early date. . He. had just received 
a letter’ from Conrad Henlein, in 
which the latter requested the Pre- 
sident to: give up the idea of a Czech 

National. State and to adopt. that of 

“a State.of Nationalities, He ‘did not 
propose to reply, to. this letter. 
Henlein_ “appeared .to have forgotten 
that Benes‘had never described 
‘Czechoslovakia, in public or else- 
where, ‘as a National State. This 
discussion-had been raised by Kra-~ 
mars (first president of the Council 
of the Czechoslovak State), who. had 
‘wished: to introduce the notions of 
a National State and of a national 
language into the constitution. At 
that moment (1919), he had hastily 
returned: froni;Paris and had put} 
an end to ‘this ‘thovement.. Further, 

. he was‘an old specialist of- économie 
and political affairs; he has passed 
his: doctor on thése « qiiestiois, The 
‘notion of autonomy which the 
Henlein party was -trying to cast 
into the balance was unknown to 
him; he did not believe that anyone 
could define this idea as regards 
the. common existence of. the peoples 
of Czechoslovakia, Be ee: 

The President ‘then, spoke of the 
Slovak: question: “I did not sign 
the treaty of Pittsburgh, he said.

played. His feat was accomplished over such different courses as 
those at Los Angeles, Phoenix (Arizona), Kansas City, St. Louis, 


Milwaukee, Chicago, Philadelphia, and New York. 
This Chicago gentleman certainly finds his freak golf a lucrative 


business, 


for only . recently he won hajf a plantation froma 


fellow broker by playing 144 holes in succession and finishing each 


round under 95. 


It has often been said there is 
nothing new in golf, and even the 


exploits of Mr. Ferebee are not!

JEWISH CHILDREN 


London, To-day. 

The question of finding accommo- 
dation for Jewish children from 
Germany was discussed at length 
by the newly formed Committee for 
the Jewish Question which has been 
assigned the task of arranging for 
temporary quarters for Jewish 
refugees. . 

The Committee is headed by thé 
former Home - Secretary, Lord 
Samuel, and is composed of‘ the 
leading members of British re- 
ligious and political bodies. 

According to the “Evening Stan- 
dard,” Jewish ‘circles have under- 
taken the task of finding shelter 
within the next few months for se-
